W ashington, Feb. 5—W oodrow W H-1 
son is to be buried tom orrow exactly 
as he wished—as a private citizen, for 
whom there should be no ostentation, 
no pompous display of national sor­ 
row, no state or public cerem onies. 
Members of his family m ade known 
this wish of the form er president to­ 
day, in m eeting objections raised in 
some quartersto the essentially private 
nature of the whole obsequies, w ith 
which his war-wrecked body will be 
consigned tom orrow to the keeping of 
time. 
“Iv was his wish,” they said. 
And before this unansw erable argu­ 
m ent, all objections melted away, and 
the voice of a public and a governm ent 
anxious to do him homage, was stilled. 
One of the few public events in 
which Mr. W ilson participated after 
his retirem ent from the W hite House, 
was the funeral of the unknown sOld- 
f tt ier who was buried in A rlington Na­ 
tional Cem etery, with all the pomp and 
splendor a grateful nation was capable 
of rendering to its great. 
Mr. W ilson 
was deeply im pressed. 
He thought it 
was fitting th at the symbolical figure 
of Am erica’s heroic dead should be so 
honored.

draw als are contemplated. Tho insur­ 
ance group a t the president’s confer­ 
ence represented sources of more than 
five bililon dollars. 
"T here is practically an unlim ited 
supply of insurance money available 
for loans conforming to our require­ 
m ents in the Northw est,” Uox told the 
International 
News 
Service. 
“No 
w ithdraw als have been made or sug­ 
gested by the large insurance com­ 
panies. Thousands of loans represent­ 
ing vast sum s of money have been 
m ade since the first of the year. Loans 
arc now being negotiated, as in the 
past w ithout hesitation, so long as 
they m eet the requirem ents of the in­ 
surance com panies, fixed by law and 
policy.”

The party comprises about one-third of the independent 
Doukhobor colony. The remaining 6,000 expect to follow within a 
year. The present party will take with them about $7,000,000, ac7 
cumulated through their farming operations in Saskatchewan. 
Sale of 200,000 acres of land and $500,000 worth of agricultural 
implements is being made to a United States syndicate. 
Two hundred members of the colony went to Crimea a year 
ago and it is on their reports that the present movement is based, j 
The Soviet Government is to provide them with land and improve­ 
ments in return for one-sixth of their crop.

winter and spring. 
Another faithful 
remedy was kerosene.

T he kind used on us would take the 
bark off a tree.

find some with the fibre taken out. 
Another popular remedy, still some­ 
times 
prescribed 
is the 
long black 
stocking around the neck at bedtime. 
W e don’t t<*nk much of this either. 
T he peculiarity about our sore throat 
w as that when we did the things we 
were told would give us a sore throat, 
we usually escaped, as for instance, 
when we went fishing and hunting, 
got our feet wet and walked around 
all day in wet clothes, and skipped 
most of our meals, we had never an 
ache or pain, but when we obeyed 
orders and stayed indoors when it 
rained and snowed, wore our rubber* 
and neck-muffilers and ate three farm­ 
er-sized meals, we were very likely to 
go to bed with a sore throat and the 
lard and turps would soon be melting. 
W e remember once going on a fish­ 
ing trip with as severe a sore throat 
and cold as it was possible to have and 
not be in bed. 
According to our usual 
custom on such occasions we did not 
take along blankets or other camping 
materials, expecting to rely upon “hay­ 
stack comfort” at night. T he weather 
turned cold and we found no haystack, 
so our best that night was a fire and a 
“corduroy” which consisted of sticks 
laid side by side on the ground.

hands of the State Taxing Commis­ 
sion. This commission may order a re­ 
appraisal or not, as it wills, it is said.

DISAPPEARANCE OF 
MAN FROM EARTH 
IS POSSIBILITY 


FARM PROGRESS 
EAST END NEWS 


London, February 8—The possibility 
of m an’s complete disappearance from 
the earth if science is used destruc­ 
tively was suggested in a speech to- \ 
day by Sir Richard Gregory, British 
scientist and editor of Nature. 
“We are on the threshold of devel­ 
opments by which forces will be un­ 
leashed and powers acquired far be­ 
yond w hat has hitherto been known to 
man,” he said. 
“As with all other gifts, those of 
science may be used for good or evil, 
and the responsibility for their ap­ 
plication, constructive or destructive, 
rests with statesmen and others to 
whom political powers are entrusted. 
If these gifts are misused, man will 
entirely disappear from this planet" 


NEW RULING HITS 
FERTILIZERS OF 
INFERIOR GRADE 
Ohio farmers who buy mixed famUl- I 
fters will in the future be protected ! 
against low-grade nitrogen, if a ruling 
recently approved by the Association 
of Official Agricultural Chemists is 
adopted in this state, as now seems 
certain. 
This ruling prohibits the use of such 
low-grade carriers of nitrogen as gar­ 
bage tankage, wool and hair waste, 
leather, ai*! the like, unless they hav« 
first been treated with sulfuric acid 
or live steam. 
To enforce the ruling the chemists 
agreed that the nitrogen in fertilizers 
should j>ass these tests: 
When two- 
thirds of the nitrogen will not dis­ 
solve In water, that part which falls 
to dissolve In water must, in order 
to be approved b the state control 
officials, dissolve to the extent of 50 
percent in a solution made of water, 
caustic soda, and permanganate. 
All fertilizer nitrogen which does 
not meet one or both of these tests 
will, according to the ruling, be class­ 
ed as “Inferior," and so reported by 
the state inspectors. 
The State De­ 
partment of Agriculture will publish 
these reports along with the annual 
fertilizer control bulletins which rec­ 
ord the fertilizer analyses. 
To these bulletins Ohio farmers can 
go for protection from low-grade stuff.
